Even  the  parish  of  the  grass  family — Johnson  grass — occasionally  behaves  like  a 
sheep  in  wolf  s  clothing. 

Gilbert  Langford,  a  member  of  the  Otero  Soil  Conservftion  District,  has  four 
fields  of  Johnson  grass  on  his  ranch  south  of  Alamogordo.    The  fields,  which  are  on  a 
flood  plain,  pre  vide  grazing  during  the  late  spring  and  early  summer,  produce  from  4-0 « 
to  50  tone  of  hay  every  year,  and  then  arc  grazed  for  two  more  months  before  killing 
frost. 

"You  can  bet  your  life  more  of  these  flooded  areas  will  be  planted  to  Johnson 


grass,"  Mr*  Langford  said.    "From  two  to  three  tons  of  hay  per  acre  come  in  mighty 

handy*"    When  he  planted  the  grass,  the  a'feff  was  almost  completely  denuded,  he  said*

Sales  of  government-owned  food  for  civilian  use  amotfn^cd  to  #1,706,924  in 

September,  bringing  the  five-nonth  total  to  $22,169,824.

through  county  AAA  office.    In  addition,  farmers  have  the  assurance  of  War  Food 
Administration  officials  that  they  will  purchase  any  1944  wheat  that  remains  under 
loan  on  May  1,  1945,  at  a  price  equal  to  the  loan  rate  plus  15  cents  a  bushel  after 
carrying  charges  have  been  subtracted. 

The  purchase  offer  is  expected  to  operate  as  a  price  support  for  future  delivery.
